to da y , a nd 
on every hand a glac 
welco me was extended the thou­ 
sa nds of visitors by Sedalians 
demo cra ts viy ing with republicans 
a s members of the reception com­ 
m ittee in making.all feel that the 
city was theirs for this day , at 
lea st. 
A s usual on occasions of this 
kind, business houses and resi- 
^dences were gaily decorated, and a 
sco re or more of barrels of 
ice 
wa ter were 
distributed 
in 
the 
down-town districts and at Liberty 
pa rk for the accommodation of the 
stra ngers who are our guests. 
Sicher’s hotel was the 
head- 
qukrters of the republican state 
committee, and a business session 
wa s held there at 10 o’clock this 
fo reno o n. The hotel corridors were 
' cro wded,as were the walks in front 
o f the hostelry ,and good cheer pre­ 
v a iled on every hund. 
The ladies of a number of the 
churches served meals in^store rooms 
a nd o n vacant spots of ground 
do wn town, and in almost every 
insta nce a liberal patronage was 
extended. 
Taken in all, it was a good- 
natured assemblage, but nine out 
o f every ten realized that the re­ 
publicans must have their inning 
prior to November 6th, on which 
date the grand old state of Mis­ 
souri will roll up 50,000 majority 
fo r Bry an, Stevenson and Dcckery . 


Arriv a l o f Delega tio ns. 
The first delegation to arrive 
wa s that from Joplin and other 
po ints in Jasper county , it coming 
in o n Missouri Pacific train No. 
10, which was one hour late, the 
dela y beinst caused by a freight 
wreck 
near 
Centerview. 
The 
gentlemen from the lead and zinc 
district occupied two coaches and 
numbered something over 200 peo­ 
ple , as they were packed like sar­ 
dines in a box, according to A r­ 
thur Suter, a former Sedalian, who 
wa s among the number. 
Gov. Shaw, of Iowa, arrived at 


4 130 o’clock this morning in Col. 
R. C. Kerens’ special car, which 
was attached to the Katy flyer. He 
came direct from Chicago, the 
other occupants of the car being 
Col. Kerens, of St. Louis; Major 
Wm. Warner, of Kansas City ; 
Col. James H. Davidson, of Chi­ 
cago; Hon. Richard Jardeau, of 
Washington, and Major B. B. 
Ray , pay master in 
the United 
States armv. 
Col. R. C. Kerens 
*/ 
is a member of the republican na­ 
tional committee and was much 
sought after by a number of the 
leading republicans of this section. 
The St. Louis Merchants’ League 
special train came in at 6 a. m. 
and the visitors soon made their 
presence known. 
The train con­ 
sisted of eleven coaches and a 
baggage car, all loaded to the 
platform. 
They 
brought 
with 
them two bands of music and a 
drum corps, and marched up Ohio 
street immediately on leaving the 
cars. 
They numbered 720 people, 
and Supt. Hardy , of the Missouri 
Pacific, says from 150 to 200 had 
to be left behind, because accom­ 
modations had not been made to 
haul them.

south on Ohio street, cheers and 
hand grasps greeting him all along 
the line. 
The regular M., K. & T. train 
from the south brought 300 enthu­ 
siastic republicans, while the regu­ 
lar train from the north. No. 3, 
brought a total of 600. 
Conductor Tom C. Lindsay , a 
Sfood old-time democrat, was in 
charge of Missouri Pacific tram 
No. 6 from Kansas City , which 
consisted of six coaches and two 
baggage cars.

jam, there being 620 people on the 
tram.

Until r ecently each engineer on 
this r oad had his own engine, but 
now they take the engines as they 
come. 
Mr . Ball has been r unning on 
the r oad thir ty consecutive year s 
and was devoted to engine No. 88, 
which he r an for year s. 
T h e company ar r anged to allow 
him this engine for his last tr ip, 
and he br ought the passenger tr ain# 
in fr om Spr ingfield with it on time 
Sunday after noon. 
Ther e was r omance in this last 
r un. 
If any man is void of senti­ 
mentality it is “ 
Jim ” Ball, but 
while his per manent leave taking 
, of his engine at the Memphis depot 
platfor m 
Sunday 
after noon 
was 
ver y infor mal, it is impossible but 
that the veter an engineer should 
have been moved by the solemnity 
of such an impor tant incident in 
his life’s histor y. 
If he was touched by the oc­ 
casion, however — by th.e tliought 
that he was par ting fr om the path 
he had tr odden so r egular ly and 
faithfully for near ly fifty year s— 
ther e was no outwar d indications 
of the fact. 
He dismounted, took 
a glance at the old stear n hor se and 
walked off home. 
Mr . Ball is the oldest locomotive 
engineer in the United States in 
point of uninter r upted ser vice, pr o­ 
vided Bill Maltby is dead, or has 
r etir ed fr om the r oad. 
He is 68 
year s old, but when the company, 
a few weeks ago, r equir ed all its 
enginemen to stand a cer tain test 
of vision and hear ing, the oculist 
pr onounced him the most per fect 
of all the 
engineer s he had ex­ 
amined. 
His 
r etir ement 
is 
vol­ 
untar y. 
He is in per fect health. 
A t tlie age of 20 Mr . Ball began 
fir ing on the (Heveland and Pitts­ 
bur g r oad, and it was on June 5 , 
1 8 5 5 , thr ee year s later , when he 
pulled his fir st engine out of a sid­ 
ing at Wellsville, O. 
His r un was 


between Wellsville and Cleveland. 
That engine weighed twenty-five 
tons and bur ned wood. 
The one 
which he left today weighs sev­ 
enty-five tons. 
In 18:^8 Mr . Ball went to the 
N ew Or leans & Gr eat Wester n, 
and in 1861 he enter ed the gover n­ 
ment ser vice. 
He pulled the last 
tr ain of union soldier s out fr om 
the scene of the second battle of 
Bull Run and almost lost his life 
ther e. 
This was on the Or ange & 
Alexander r oad. 
In 1862 he went 
on the r oad now knowm as the 
Er ie, and later he went to the Cen­ 
tr al Pacific on the Pacific coast. 
In 1S78 he came to the Memphis 
r oad and he has been r unning on it 
ever since. 
“ 
I ’ll be gr eatly r elieved,” said 
Mr s. Ball, “ 
by Mr . Ball’s r etir e- 
ment fr om the r o^d. 
Dur ing all 
the for ty-thr ee year ’s of our mar ­ 
r ied life he has been r unning an en- 
gine.” 
This led to a calculation that in 
the for ty-thr ee year s Mr . Ball had 
been away fr om home on his r uns 
a sufficient number of 
days and 
nights to make twenty year s. 
The 
r ailr oad men, however , have fig­ 
ur ed 
up 
some 
mor e astounding 
statistics of his r ailr oad exper ience 
than this. 
He has tr aveled 1,620,- 
000 miles, a distance equivalent to 
sixty-five times ar ound the ear th or 
thr ee 
r ound 
tr ips to 
the 
moon 
with 180,000 miles to spar e. 
They also calculate that at the 
r ate of 3^0 per mile for passenger 
r uns and 4^0 per mile for fr eight 
r uns he has ear ned fr om 
.$56,000 
to $68,500. 
The only ser ious ac­ 
cident with which he ever met was 
at Rosadale on the Memphis r oad 
in 1878. 
The boiler blew up and 
the fir eman was scalded to death.

home is one of the pr ettiest 
in

recognition as an American institu­ 
tion. 
Its influence has dictated a bill 
which is to be fubmitted to congress 
authorizing the coining and circula­ 
tion throughout the United States of 
half-cent pieces. 
Chicago and Philadelphia are said 
to be responsible for this new legisla­ 
tive move. The enterprisáng bargain- 
counter men of these cities have been 
racking their brains for a new way to 
appeal to the female conception 
of 
iriigality. 
They have learned, with 
profit, that 99 cents seems a lot less 
to the bargain-hunter than one dollar, 
and argue to themselves that 98-| 
cents would seem much less 
still. 
Some of them hit upon the plan of 
putting fractional 
prices on their 
wares, and giving checks for the odd 
half cent. Some of these checks were 
of copper and resembled real money. 
Uncle Sam is a bit careful of his 
coinage interests 
and stopped the 
manufacture of these cheeks. Then 
the bargain counter man went 
to 
Washington and laid his case before 
the officials there, witii the above- 
mentioned result. 
Did you ever gee a half-cent piece? 
Did you ever hear of one? 
The republic has made diligent ef­ 
fort to find a St. Louis man or wom­ 
an who ever bought anything with 
one, without avail. 
Yet there was a time when half- 
cent coins were in daily circulation in 
the United States. The first coinage 
hill passed by congress provided for 
their issue. 
This bill was passed on 
April 2, 1T92, and signed bv I’resi- 
dent Washington. It fixed the weight 
of the piece at 132 grains auu pro­ 
vided that it be made of copper. 
On January 14M193, the weight oí 
%> 
• 
tlie coin wa.s redueed to 101 grains, 
bv act of congress, and on January 
2G, lT9(v. it was further reducau to 84 
grains, by proclamation of Pr-.sident 
Washington. 
It remained at this 
standard until rebruary 
21, 
1857, 
when flirt her coinage < f 
half-cent 
pieses was forbidden hy congress.—
